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Earthquake Drill Held in Hillendale Neighborhood 


On Saturday, April 24, 1999, the 
Oregon City NERT and HAM radio opera- 
tors conducted their first emergency re- 
sponse drill. Oregon City Firefighters were 
asked to participate as observers. They 
would latter critique the teams responses 
to the disaster situations and injuries that 
were encountered. 

There were several “injured” people 
placed at different locations on Clairmont 
Way, some were even wondering on the 
street. An incident Command Center was 
set up in Hillendale Park with Communica- 
tions and a Triage area. Once the Com- 
mand Center was set up, teams were es- 
tablished and sent out with their assign- 
ments. Teams then brought back the 
wounded to the Triage area and were 
sent out on additional assignments. 

The NERT Advisory was responsi- 
ble for the creation of the exercise. This 
was definitely a learning experience for 
them as well. They had to plan the differ- 
ent scenarios and types of injuries that 
would be encountered. New report forms 
were also tested during the drill. 

There were approximately 50 mem- 
bers of the NERT and HAM Radio Opera- 
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tors including 10 “injured” volunteers. It 
was a wonderful learning experience for 
everyone who participated. 

In the case of a real disaster, our 
teams would be the front line for our 
neighborhoods emergency response. The 
more we practice, the better we will be- 
come. 

We would like to thank everyone 
who helped in the drill. We would espe- 
cially like to thank the victims for their 
wonderful performances, our make-up ex- 
pert for her wonderful talents, and the 
Oregon City Fire Fighters who donated 
their time to act as observers and critique 
the teams. 

_ A special thank-you to Mayor Wil- 
liams who helped the HAM radio opera- 
tors set up their equipment and showed 
his support for our teams. Last but not 
least, we would like to express our appre- 
ciation to those residents on Clairmont 
Way that were willing to share their yards 
to provide us with disaster areas.
